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FOOTNOTES ON A WEEK’S 


CHICAGO’S STRAWN MAN. 
MONG the headliners of a week 
is Silas H, Strawn of Chicago, 
president of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, who is 
now in Europe, speaking with a free- 
dom that he would not enjoy if he 
were a government official instead of 
representative of 800,000 American 
business men, In Berlin last Wednes- 
day he predicted that there would 
be no likelihood of America cancel- 
ing war debts before Europe had set- 
tled political debts, chief of which 
are German reparations. 

Silas Hardy Strawn has been such 
a successful law 
yer that many of 
his clients have 
sought to compel 
him to abandon 
his profession. Di- 
rectors of corpor- 
ations have fallen 
out, called in Mr. 
Strawn and, when 
he had put the 
pieces , together 
ayain, urged him 
to continue run- 
ning their enter- 
prises. When a zinc company was 
in difficulties, a bank called in Mr. 
Strawn as a mediator and made him 
president of the concern, although 
textbooks have been written about 
what he did not know of metallurgy. 
He was three years getting back to 
his law offices. He was counsel to 
a great mail-order house and its di- 
rectors persuaded him to become its 
temporary president; the only way 
Mr. Strawn did not become the per- 
manent head was by agreeing to be- 
come, chairman of the directors. Pen 
manufacturers and machinery mak- 
ers engaged his legal services and 
then drafted him for executive posts. 
He was president of the American 
Bar Association and then the United 
States Chamber of Commerce chose 
him for its head. 

Even golf conscripted his adminis- 
trative ability. He is a crack golfer. 
It is a rare day when his score does 
not add up to the early eighties, and 
the United States Golf Association 
was not satisfied until he became its 
president. When he was dispatched 
by President Coolidge to China to 
serve on a special commission on 
Chinese tariff duties and investiga- 
tion of foreign  extra-territoriality 
privileges, Mr. Strawn’s baggage in- 
cluded a set of golf clubs, which puz- 
zled some Chinese bandits who held 
up his train, 

But despite conscription into busi- 
ness fields, the law remains Mr. 
Strawn’s listed’ occupation. Adequate 
preparation for this profession is one 
of his most frequently uttered doc- 
trines. Why should labor’ unions 
exact sometimes longer apprentice- 
ship than is demanded of candidates 
for the bar in some States? he asks. 

“The law is a profession which 
should require at least as much train- 
ing as bricklaying,’’ he declared. 

“‘Bobby Jones spent at least twenty- 
five years in his efforts to become a 
champion golfer. They made him a 
lawyer after a brief time spent in 
law school. He may be, and probably 
is, qualified, but would others ad- 
mitted under the same system be 
equally well qualified?”’

Volstead law, It did not provide a 
famous victory for the wets, but they

Rep resentative 
John Charles Lin- 
thicum has served 
twenty years in 
Congress. He has 
one committee 
post, the chair- 
manship of the 
House Foreign 
Affairs Commit- 
tee, which is 
rather an empty 
honor since the 
House has few matters relating to 
foreign affairs to decide. This assign- 
ment, however, has doubtless given 
Mr. Linthicum a chance to concen- 
trate upon two objectives—destruc- 
tion of prohibition and preservation 
of ‘“‘The Star-Spangled Banner.’’ For 
Mr. Linthicum is more than a Rep- 
resentative from Maryland; his Con- 
gressional district in Baltimore in- 
cludes the site of Fort McHenry 
whose bombardment by the British 
during the War of 1812 inspired 
Francis Scott Key’s lines. First Mr. 
Linthicum succeeded in insuring the 
preservation of the fort as a national 
monument; then, after ten years of 
effort, he won his fight for the adop- 
tion of ‘‘The Star Spangled Banner’”’ 
as the national anthem. Having dis- 
posed of'song, he is now doing some- 
thing for wine.

CONDUCTOR-COMPOSER. 
AST week New York’s Philhar- 
monic-Symphony Orchestra was 
faced by another conductor— 
Ottorino Respighi—and among the 
compositions played was the ‘‘world 
premiére,’’ to use a phrase over- 
worked by the motion picture people, 
of his ‘‘Mary of Egypt.’’ Attending 
premiéres is almost a habit with 
Signor Respighi on American visits; 
the last was four years ago to wit- 
ness the first American performance 
at the Metropolitan of his opera ‘‘The 
Sunken Bell,’’ which was based upon 
the play of the same name by Ger- 
hart Hauptmann. ‘In heaven itself 


I could not hope for such a produc- 
tion,’’ he exclaimed. 

Conductor, composer, virtuoso and 
teacher is this stocky, tangled haired, 
47-year-old native of Bologna who 
now heads the Santa Cecilia College 
of Music in Rome. He is enlisted 
in the phalanx of modern composers— 
with individual reservations of his 
own. Modern but not aggressively 
modernistic are his compositions, for 
what Italian could ‘urn his back 
upon melody? 

“Two countries, Italy and Amer- 
F ica,’’ he says, 

: “are in the lead 
today where mu- 
sic is concerned. 
In Italy the re- 
newed interest in 
music and com- 
position is a re- 
birth. In Amer- 
ica, it is a birth.” 

And to this 
tactful expression 
he throws a bou- 
quet at Tin- Pan 
Alley, saying that 
its rhythms ‘‘appeal’’ to him. ‘‘The 
rhythm comes first,’’ he acknowl- 
edges, ‘‘and the music is second, but 
as a new form of music it is in- 
teresting to me.”’ 

Kind words has also this composer 
of the fountains and pines of Rome 
tor folksongs of the Negroes and 
Indians. It would be treason for 
Signor Respighi to disdain Indian 
music, for his wife is part Latin and 
part Indian. Signora Respighi’s 
grandmother was an Aztec. The 
composer’s wife is also a composer. 
She was his pupil, with operatic am- 
bitions, before her marriage. ‘‘I still 
sing,’’ she says, ‘‘but only Respighi’s 
music.’’ 

During the thirteen years of their 
marriage the Respighis have been 
inseparable, the Signora accompany- 
ing her husband on all of his musical] 
journeys. When they are at home 
they live in a villa on the outskirts 
of Rome among the cypress trees.

Mayor of Atlanta, triumphed 
last week over some people who 
have been relentless in their dislike

of him ever since he said a few 
friendly words in France last Sum- 
mer about the wine of the country. 
In one of the strangest recal) 
votes in the history of municipal goy- 
ernment, Mayor Key survived with 
a ratio of 17 to 
11. Nocharges of 
dishonesty, mal- 
feasance in office 
or of incompe- 
tence were pre 
ferred against 
him. It was mere- 
ly an instance of 
not liking Dr. 
Fell, an antipathy 
which -earnest 
pro hi bitionists 
shared with 3- 
per-cent-beer un- 
ion labor. 

Mayor Key will be remembered as 
one of a trio of headliners in a travel- 
ing troupe of American Mayors who 
visited France at the invitation of 
the republic, and whose capers 
caused some lively hot-weather read- 
ing. Other members of the trium- 
virate of headline winners were 
Mayor Baker of Portland, an orator 
eager for any speech-making emer- 
gency, and Mayor Porter of Los An- 
geles, who walked out of the room 
when toasts were drunk—and, curi- 
ously enough, Mayor Porter faces a 
recall] vote similar to Key’s recent 
ordeal, next May. Now, Mayor Key’s 
headline act was not even as novel 
as waving a flag in an _ old-time 
George M. Cohan musical show. He 
pronounced wine good for the diges- 
tion, and he saw a solution of the 
crime wave in a repeal of the Vol- 
stead law. Neither ef these views 
was original, but they caused as 
great an uproar as though they had 
never been expressed before. 

Atlanta drys whittled down shin- 
gles with tacks in them. Those who 
were not quite so dry met Mayor 
Key at the station with a parade 
and a civic welcome which rivaled 
in enthusiasm the victorious returns 
of Bobby Jones, another Atlanta 
citizen. Drys circulated petitions for 
his recall. One taxpayer sought to 
get a court injunction restraining the 
Mayor from leaving Atlanta, but the 
judge ruled against the plaintiff after 
it was pointed out that the taxpayer 
would not suffer a great deal of 
harm from the Mayor’s absence, 
inasmuch as he paid only 45 cents in 
taxes.

The next move was to excom- 
municate Mayor Key from a Bible 
class which he conducted every Sun- 
day in Grace M. E. Church. He 
might remain, it was decreed, if he 
did not bring up prohibition. Mayor 
Key said that he had never dis- 
cussed the subject with the 350 mem- 
bers of his class, but he refused to 
be ‘‘muzzled,’* whereupon he organ- 
ized a Bible class of his own in an 
Atlanta theatre, and instead of 350 
members there were 1,500, free, said 
Mayor Key, from ‘the dictatorship 
of any pickle-headed preacher.”’ 

Still the drys seemed unable to ob- 
tain the necessary number of names 
to a recall petition after weeks of 
effort. Then Mayor Key vetoed a 
construction contract which would 
require the city to appropriate $4,500 
more to increase the wage scale, and 
organized labor joined the drys and 
enough names were secured to de- 
mand a recall vote. 

As a result of that vote Mayor Key 
remains where he is, the drys are 
still dry, organized labor is still or- 
ganized, and the $4,500 which the 
Mayor refused to permit to be spent 
for a construction bonus just pays 
the expenses of the ‘‘recall election.”
